made arrangements with the College of | 
Agriculture at the University fo Alberta 

to have any seed samples submitted

The report will show the percentage of 
vital seed in the grain from which the 

sample has been taken, and the far- 

mer can thus be guided as the amount 

of seed to sow per acre. 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture is of the opinion that each far-| 
;mer should take steps to assure him- | 
| self of the possession of sufficient seed | 
of the known vitality to meet his needs. 
In a bulletin which the Department 
| sent out to farmers, it makes several) 
excellent suggestions to guide them in 
the choice of the grain from which to 
choose their seed. Amongst others, it 
requests the farmer to submit his sam- | 
ple of seed grain as early as_ possible, 
as it takes at least ten days to make a! 
| proper test and the seeding station is 
| over-rushed during the last month be-
